GENERAL TAX ACT 


Measure Favored by Ways 

and Means Committee and 

Presented to House Will 

Cause Stiff Fight. 

BILL WILL GO AFTER 
INVISIBLE PROPERTY 


Only Decrease in Bill Is on 
Lightning Rod Agents. 

Full Summary of Measure 
Given. 


Chairman L. R. Akin, of the ways and 
means committee of the house, on Tues- 
day morning introduced the first bill 
‘for the revision of the general tax act 


_ which has been presented since 1909, the 


bill having been completed and perfect- 
ed by the committee at Monday's meet- 
ing. The dill sets out to’ bring an in- 
crease of several hundred thousand dol- 
lars—perhaps half a million—in the rev- 
enues of the state and to that end pro- 
poses a general upward scaling of spe- 
cific and occupation. taxes. and adds'a 
large number of items not included in 
the present act. 

When this bill comes up for passage 
it will be the cue for the stiffest sort of 
a fight on the floor of the house on 
many of the increases and new items. 

The only decrease in the bill is on 
lighting rod agents, whose tax is re- 


With First Call 
Of Draft Boards 


Rush Due to Ruling by Pro- 
vost Marshal Crowder.

New York, July 31.—With the first 
call of draft exemption boards in this 
city issued to men of military age, a 
rush on the marriage license bureaus 


that threatened to surpass all previous. 


records was started. Licenses were is- 


sued Monday to 351 couples in Man- 
hattan and nearly 300 in Brooklyn. The 
record for Manhattan, 483, was made a 
few days preceding the draft registra- 
tion on June 5. 

All records for marriages performed 
were broken in Manhattan, when 150 
couples were married in the chapel at 
the municipal building. It was pointed 
out that the rush followed publication 
of a ruling by Provost Marshal General] 
Crowder that a man with a wife solely 
dependent on him falls within the ex- 
emption class, regardless of the date of 
the ceremony. There were 78 licenses 
issued in Manhattan -on Friday, the 
day the ruling was published, and this 
number jumped to 210 Saturday and 351 
Monday. 

Among those who saw the long lines 
of prospective bridegrooms and brides 
awaiting their turns was United States 
Senator William M. Calder, who said: 
“I shall go back to Washington and 
protest as emphatically as I can against 
any ruling that will enable these per- 
sons to. escape service to their eountry 
by marrying at the eleventh hour.”

The senate’ con- 
ferees, standing for the provision by 
a majority of but one, offered various 
modifications, -but all were rejected. 
Senators Chamberlain, Smith of Geor- 
gia and Smith of South Carolina, dem- 
ocrats, constituted the minority which 
favored striking out the committee 
provision, -but Senator Gore, democrat, 
joined with Senators Kenyom Warren 
and Page, republicans, in holding out 
against the president's request.

Young Men Plot 
To Evade Draft 


By Use of Drug 22 


New York, July 31.—Evidence that 
young men were plotting to evade 
conscription by the use, of ‘a ‘heart 
stimulant which would cause their re- 
jection by medical examiners was laid 
before Francis G. Caffey, United States 
district attorney by Roscoe S. Conk- 
ling, deputy attorney general, repre- 
senting the New York adjutant | gen- 
eral. An immediate investigation was 
ordered. : 

Mr. Conkling obtained the informa- 
tion from a man whose name he with- 
held, but who told him that a physi- 
cian of pronounced pro-German sym- 
pathies had arranged to treat two 
young men with the drug previous to 
their examination by the draft exemp- 
tion board of their district. The names 
of other young men, who are believed 
to have received offers of the same 
treatment, also were given to -Mr. 
Conkling. 

Dr. Karl Osterhaus, of the bureau 
of information for medical examiners 
in Mr. Conkling’s office, said it would 
be an easy matter to detect the pres- 
ence of the drug,-and that tests would 
be applied in every case of unusual 
heart activity. 

Louis Berger, who signed himself 
as treasurer of the New York Vegeta- 
rian society, today wrote to Mr. Conk- 
ling asking whether members of the 
organtzation would be exempt from 
conscription because of conscientious 
scruples against war. He wrote that 
members of the society were opposed 
to killing any living thing. 

“Perhaps if you would devote a lit- 
tle more time to trying to be real 
Americans and be willing to sacrifice 
a little bit toward defending the honor 
of this country,” Mr. Conkling wrote 
in reply, “instead of worrying about 
vegetarian societies and exemption at 
this particular time, you might sleep 


better at night and have the feeling 
you had done something worth while.”

THE TIGER STILL LIVES. 


In a police “raid” in Atlanta the other 
day fifty gallons of whisky in pint.and quart 
bottles were “confiscated” and two negro 
women were carted off to jail and put under 
lock and key to await trial for violating a 
liquor prohibitory city ordinance. 


Numerous whisky glasses were found in 


the women’s house, afid the police assert the 
opinion that the culprits have been running 
“a regular bar.” 

That there should be such a thing as a 
“regular bar’ in a state that is as dry as 
Georgia is presumed by: law to be is anything 
but complimentary to the police and peace 
authorities—city, state and federal. 

That in one of the occasional “raids” 
fifty gallons of inhibited booze should be un- 
covered proves an amazing lack of diligence 
or faithfulness, or ability on the part of those 
commissioned and entrusted to enforce the 
criminal statutes of city, state and nation. 
© It is a matter of boasting with not a few 
men in Atlanta and of other parts of Georgia 
that “there’s plenty of whisky in Georgia. I 
know where I can get all I want of it.” 

That there is more truth than fiction in 
this stock boast is proven by the fact that 
the fellows making it are found drunk occa- 
sionally; and sometimes they are taken to 
jail and fined. 

Georgia is as dry as law can make it— 
but not by a long shot as dry as law-enforce- 
ment could make it! 

Legally, Georgia, and every city and town 
in it, is as dry as a brick in the sun during 
dog-days. 

The state law forbids the manufacture or 
sale of any form of alcoholic beverage. 

The federal law expressly forbids the 
shipment of it into the state. 

Yet men and women continue to get it 
somehow, and they continue to get drunk 


from it and fight and raise cain: generally,

and go to jail and to the workhouse or chain 
gang. 3 

Where do they get it? 

The police say they get it from the blind 
tigers—that is, most of it. 

Then, where do the tigers get it? 

If they make it in the state they do it in 
violation of the law. 

If it is brought in from another state it is 
done in violation of the federal act which 
became effective July 1, and also of the state 
law. 

A stock argument of the anti-prohibition- 
ists always has been that “prohibition does 
not prohibit.” 

So far that has been true in Georgia to 
a greater extent than is good for the state’s 
name and reputation. 

To forbid is one thing; to prohibit is quite 
another. 

The former is a legislative function; the 
latter is administrative. 

If the administrative forces having to do 
with this liquor business would only act as 
determinedly and efficiently as have the leg- 
islative, there would be no drunkenness: in 
Georgia; and every blind tiger would be run 
out of business. 

The blind tiger essentially sets himself 
up as being bigger than the law or the law- 
enforcement authorities. And in suffering 
the species to cortinue in business the au- 
thorities substantially admit that he is. 

It’s all tommyrot to say the tiger cannot 
be done away with. 

Any such disease-breeding parasite can 
be exterminated, if only the officers of the 
law would do their full sworn duty.

WHAT DR. SHAKESPEARE WROTE 

OF GERMANY’S REVOLTING METHODS 

Baptist Union of Great Britain and lreland, 
Baptist Church House, Southampton Row, 
London, June 29, 1917.—Richard H. Edmonds, 
Esq.—My Dear Mr. Edmonds: In your re- 
cent letter you have passed on to me an 
inquiry voicing the feeling of a great many 
people in America as to what specific state- 
ments can be given and proven as to the 
outrages which have been committed by the 
German army in the overrun sections of 
Belgium and France. 

It would not be convincing for me to set 
down instances of violation and mutilation 
which I regard as proven because I am per- 
sonally satisfied as to the good faith of the 
witnesses. Some deeds which have been 
reported to me as committed by German sol- 
diers are so fearful that they ought not to 
be set down except under oath and before 
judges. Some months ago I was present at 
an intercessory service conducted by the Rev. 
R. J. Campbell, then the minister at the City 
Temple. Six Roman Catholic nurses who 
were leaving England for Belgium sent a 
note asking for our -prayers. Two or three 
weeks later Mr. Campbell showed me a note 
which he had received from them from Bel- 
fium, stating that one‘ of their first sights 
was a Belgian civilian crucified to the wall 
of a burning house by German soldiers. ] 
cannot verify this by my own personal ob- 
servation, and if I could, your readers would 
be justified in asking why they should be- 
lieve my statement uncertified and unsworn, 

Fortunately, however, for the discussion, 
the evidence does not depend upon any indi- 
Vidual, however veracious. As I write, I have 
before me:

The official reports cited above rest upon 
sifted evidence supported by German diarie S, 
documents and official admissions.

i}Camp Gordon, as was announced some 
time ago. “le 

Government officials yesterday an- 
nounced that the camp garbage and 
fertilizer would be sold to the highest 
bidder. At the same time they pro- 
claimed a list of terms by which the 
product was to be disposed. 

Following a statement by the board 
of trade of Decatur, to the effect that 
an effort will be made on the part of 
citizens of DeKalb county to hold to 
what they understood to be an agree- 
ment giving DeKalb the camp garbage, 
Major Pease, commander of the con- 
struction force at Camp Gordon, de- 
clared that no permanent agreement 
had heen made with the county au- 
thorities, and that Denalb had been 
awarded only the garbage and manure 
of the construction camp. 

In a statement issued last night, 
Lovelace Eve, ‘secretary of the De- 
catur Board of Trade, said that DeKalb 
county residents had been under the 
impression that they had been granted 
the Camp Gordon garbage, having made 
the arrangements through an officer 
of the construction camp, and that 
they would continue the endeavor to 
get the garbage of the big military 
cantonment. 

The contractors bidding for the gar- 
bage must furnish sanitary cans, and 
the most modern hygienic methods will 
be.observed in the use of the cans. The 
following rules and regulations must 
be met with by the bidder securing 
the -contract, according to the army 
announcement: 

Said contractors shall furnish such bond 
as may be required at exceeding $5,000 for 


the faithful performance of each contract. 
The contractors shall furnish a sufficient 


é¢ o> dhl “a . ' 
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able at all times for the reception of the 
garbage, said cans.to be kept sanitary, the 
cleaning of same to be done outside of the 
limits of the camp or cantonment. 

: These cans will be collected twice daily, 
including Sundays and holidays, and will 
not be emptied within the limits of the 
camp or cantonment. They will be collect- 
ed in sanitary wagons or motor trucks with 
metal-lined bodies. When a can containing 
garbage is removed from a kitchen a clean 
can will be left’ in its place. 

The garbage shall be removed from the 
camp or cantonment to such distance (not 
less than’ 2 miles) that there will be no 
possibility of creating a nuisance owing to 
the close proximity of a swine ranch there- 
to. 

The manure will be collected once daily 
in wagons or motor trucks. The contractor 
will specify the distance (which must be 
great enough so that there will be no pos- 
sibility of creating a nuisance) from the 
camp or cantonment. 

The removal of garbage and manure 
Shall be under the direct supervision of the 
sanitary officer or any other representa- 
tive o®the government and the contractor 
shall furnish 6uch reliable labor as will in- 
Sure collection and removal as above speci- 
fied. In case: of failure to do so the gov- 
ernment.reserves the right to have the same 
removed, charging the cost to the contrac- 
tor and to annul the contract without 
further notice. 

Settlement w be made at the close of 
each month *« .h the camp quartermaster 
for all garbage collected and manure re- 
moved during the month at the rate speci- 
'fied in the contract. 

/ Contractors shali have the privilege of 
,;Sub-letting part of the contract, but they 
will be held responsible for the proper

_DURING FISCAL YEAR 


Savannah, Ga., July 31.—One of the 
most remarkable years in the history 
of Savannah comes to an end today; It 
has been a year of very high prices, 
&0o0d demand and marked activity) in 
many directions. 

One of the features of the year has 
been the fact that short Staple cotton 
has sold for 25 cents a pound and more 
and even at these very high levels 
there was no great desire upon the part 
of holders to get rid of their stocks. 
The total gross receipts-for Savannah 
for the ‘season were in round numbers 
954,000 bales against a little over a 
million bales for the previous seasbn. 
In proportion to the receipts Savannah 
shipped as much cotton abroad for this 
season as it did a yearago. There were 
442,000 bales exported, practically all of 
it going to England and France. The 
coastwise shipments amounted to 505,- 
507 bales. A year ago spot cotton’ Whs 
worth 13 cents at Savannah.

JULY WHEAT SOARS 


Shorts Had to Bid It Up 12 


} Cents a Bushel, Corn Not 


Experiencing Same Only 
by a Recent Trade Ruling. 
September Moved Down. 


Chicago, July 31.—In a last-of-the- 
month squeeze today, shorts had to bid 
July wheat up 12 cents a bushel and 
July oats up 11% ¢eents. An even more 
acute pinch in settling July corn con- 
tracts was averted by recent action of 
the board of trade directors, whereby 
all fresh dealings in the July delivery 
were forbidden. 

Corn closed nervous, 1%c off to lec 
up, with September $1.64% and Decem- 
ber $1.17% to §1.17%. 

Wheat finished unsettled, varying 
from 7c decline to 12c advance at $2.74 
for July and $2.17 tor September. 

The outcome in oats ranged from 
1%c setback to a gain é6f 6%c net. Pro- 
Visions showed a rise of 12 to 3i7c, ex- 
cept July pork, which lost 20c. 

Aside trom the flurries which attend- 
ed the wind-up of July contracts in 
wheat and oats and in which relatively 
few traders were directly concerned, the 
main interest today on exchange cen- 


| tered in free selling of new crop deliv- 


This selling came chiefly 
from a few big commission houses 
avowedly bearish. Besides, forecasts 
pointed to cooler weather with showers, 
and there were hopes by sellers that the 
rain and lower temperature might ex- 
tend to the southwest. On the other 
hand, demand for corn for imniediate 
use, especially by distillers, remained 
so0 urgent that cash corn and the Sep- 
tember option rose to new high price 
records, No. 2 yellow touching $2.33, 
about quadruple.ordinary values before 
the war. 

Tightness in the July wheat option 
did not become especially notable until 
the last 15 minutes of the session. It 
was in that interval gains were scored 
which outdid the total advance made in 
all the rest of the day put together. 
Meanwhile, the September delivery of 
wheat had a continuous downward bent, 
owing to rains in the northwest augur- 
ing well for the improvement of the 
spring crop. A jump to the unprece- 
dented price of 90 cents a bushel was 
forced in July delivery of oats before 
the wants of shorts were _ satisfied. 
Then the market suddenly broke to 82c, 
but again shot up to 85 cents just at the 
cloge. 

Active call for lard lifted the pro- 
vision market quite sharply as a whole. 
Cash trade was more promising and 
buyers were encouraged ‘because of an 
upturn in the value of cotton seed oil.

“ON FINAL SQUEEZE 


| Trading Contracts Used on Cotton Exchanges 
Declared Illegal by Federal Judge Youmans 


Holds They Must Specifi- 
cally Reveal Name of the 
Principal,:a Condition, if 
Sustained, That Will &lim- 
inate Wire Orders. 


Fort Smith, Ark., July 31.—Federal 
Judge Frank A. Yotimans in a decision 
here today held that the present stan- 
dard form of contract used on the 
New York and New Orleans cotton ex- 
changes does not comply with the pro- 
visions of the United States cotton fu- 
tures act, and therefore is illegal. 

Judge Youman’s decision was ren- 
dered in the suit of Thorn & Magginis, 
cotton brokers of New Orleans, against 
Fred Browne, of Fort Smith, to collect 
$23,215 on a cotton futures transaction. 

The court based its decision on the 
grounds that the contract did not 
specifically reveal the name of the 
principal as the law directs. 

“The decision if finally upheld will 


prohibit trading in cotton, and will 
close every exchange,” said C._ B. 
Thorn, member of the. plaintiff firm, 
discussing the effect of the decision. 
“Under the court’s ruling, it will be 
necessary for the slips as they pass 
from broker to broker on the floor of 
the exchange to specifically nama the 
principal. These slips must be signed 
up the next morning by 9 o'clock. In 
hundreds of cases the principal may 
live hundreds of miles from the ex- 
change, andit is imbpossble for hm 
to be present, so it readily can be seen 
what the decision does.” 

This is the first decision rendered 
on this point of the cotton futures act 
which congress passed last August. 


NEW ORLEANS BROKERS SAY 
DECISION WILL BE REVERSED 
New Orleans, July 31:—Leading 
members of the New Orleans cotton 
exchange stated today they were not 
disturbed over the dicision of Federal 
Judge Youmans at Fort Smith holding 
illegal the standard form of contracts 
used on this exchange.

“It. seems to me,” A&aid Judge You- 
mans in his cotton contract decision. 
“the act specifically provides that each 
separate transaction shall show fof it- 
self, in order that it may bédetermined 
whether or not the particular transaec- 
tion in question is subject to taxation. 
Certain exemptions are now made and 
this claimed to be one of the eX- 
emptions, that is, that these -transac- 
tions are claimed to be exempt from 
taxation. It seems to me that the mean- 
ing of that act is that every transac- 
tion shall stand by itself.
